Improper care of tne teeth during 
childhood Is also considered respon 
Bible for the appalling fact that -the 
period of/ greatcsi dental emdeacy.

and training of children, hecnuse^the 
destructlftn of the teeth starts hefort 
the BKe of dlBcrellon." which meona 
In every day langnaire that parenta do 
not ln«lat Umt Uielr children jwil 
enoupb of the tooih-bullding foorta. 
such as milk, fruits, vPKetahles -and 
:hewy foods. It also means that par- 
ents do hot train their ehlldroo to 
bruflh their teeth thorouRhly and-.fre- 
quently. 

Value of ParenU' Example. . 
It is not enouRh for parents to-^tell. 
their children to brush their ieeth;and 
eat the right foods. They nmsl also 
Me that their children act on th^ til- 
rectlona given them. One very qrac- 
tlcnl way for the pnrents to do 'thli 
Is to set them n good example hy-glv- 
Ing their .own teeth gwid cure, Inthid- 
mg frequent dental esnmlnntlons. , The 
parents must work with the schools 
and other, health agencies In seeing 
(hat the children establish and prac- 
tice the proper health hahllM. "■ 

Of course the school denial exami- 
nation In Itself does nothlne trf Ira 
prove tho condition o' the chlhri 
•eelh. The value of the examln^lloe 
lies In callinc the condition to thp n\- 
tentlon of the parents so that thfr| 
will have the child's teeth cared for. 
JVlflo— the re-examlnntlon Is a cqeana 
of showing whether the dental condl 
lions are improYlng or getting worse. 
Posalbly the most important function 
of these achool-spitnsored exn^Ina- 
llona la thi object lesson which ;thej 
present to ^the parents. They empha 
size the value of having chlh(ren's 
tMth examined regularly.

|?r»*bably most of us feel that we 
are quR* -Himiclpptloua about brushing 
our teeth. b*Miaa# in this enlightened 
ngo bmshlng the teeth In the morning 
and at night uaunlly haa a regulai- 
place In our rtiutlne. Few people, 
however, aiwnd three to five ro!nute^ 
In cleaning tlielr teeth, and even few 
er ptople clean their teeth after ever> 
meal and at bedtime oi they should. 

There la a right way and a wron^ 
way to clean teeth. Just pushing Iht 
brush around the mouth a few tlmw 
la not enough. Here Is the right w.i#; 
Select a fairly stirt brush wlUi 
spaces between the brlstlcH. 

Place the hTush at an anjile of 4r 
degrees with the tooth with tlie bria 
Ilea between the teeth, and. using cou 
sUIerable pressure, give the brush sev 
«ral •'Hlilmmylng" movements wUhotc 
renmvlng the brlntles from ineli 
places, thus loostmlug uny iiai tides ht 
tween the teeth. ■ 

After three or four of lliese mo* h • 
mentK, swish the bristles toward tit 
chewing surface of the tooth. On the 
lower teeth this will he an upwaro 
movemen» ; on the upper ones a down 
ward action. Repeal these movements 
until iMJth the Inside nnd milslde sur- 
faces of every tooth have bi'i-n 
reached. KlnUlIy. tollow ihls enlln. 
procedure with a mouih wiisli, forclnu 
11 in and around the teeth 5o that all 
tpcumulatlnns Io(im»ned~ by the brush 
rt'lll he rHmnviHi. 

The chewing or grinding surface, 
should never he brushed with a sweep 
liig motltui hut with a scooping action
